NOTIFICATION 

N tw Ddlii, the 7th August, 200S 

SLO, 1994(E),—Whereas the proposals to Ox the 
minimum rates of wages per day payable to the employees 
engaged in the scheduled employment of "Employment of 
Sweeping and Cleaning excluding activities prohibited 
under the Employment of Manual Scavengers and 
Construction of Dry Latrines (Prohibition) Act, 199T\ was 
published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Pan Jh 
Section 3, sub-section (ii), as required by clause (b) of 
sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 
1948(11 of J948), v/dfeNotification ofthe Government of 
India infheMinistry of Labour andTmpJoyTwnt SO, 925(E), 
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dated the 24th April, 2008 for information of and inviting 
objections and suggestions from ail persons likely to be 
affected thereby, till the expiry of the period of two months, 
from the date on which copies of Gazette notification were 
made available to the public; 

And, whereas, no objections or suggestions have 
been received on the said proposals by the Central 
Government; 

Now, therefore; in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (a) of subsection (1) of Section 3 read with 
dause(i)efsnb5ectkm(l)ofSection4and subsection (2) 
of Section5 of the said Act, the Central Government after 
consulting the Advisory Board, hereby fixes the minimum 
rates of wages payable to the employees employed in this 
Scheduled employment. 

The minimum rates of wages, which will be effective 
from the date of this notification shall consist of— 

(a) basic rates of wages as set out in column (2) of 
Part-I of the Schedule annexed herewith and payable to the 
employees working in areas mentioned in column (1) 
thereof; and 

(b) a special allowance, hereinafter referred to as 
Variable Dearness Allowance, Part-IT of die said Schedule 
shall be adjusted by the Chief Labour Commissioner 
(Central) at an interval of six months commencing on the 
1st. October and 1st April on the basis of average 
Consumer Price Index Number for Industrial Workers for 
the each preceding period of six months ending on 30th 
June and 31st December every year respectively, at the 
rate mentioned in column (2) of Pari-IT ofthe Schedule.

4. The minimum rates of wages are applicable to 
employees employed by contractors also. 

5. The mbumura rates of wage* for disabled persons 
shall be same as payable to the workers of appropri¬ 
ate category.

rates of wages for the same work or work of similar 
nature.
